Marion, Ohio. May 18.—Standing on 


top of a freight car at "Marion, Col. 
Roosevelt attacked President Taft se- 
verely today. When he reached Marion 
Col. Booscrelt found several thousand 
persons wedged into the open space -near 
the railway station where he was to 
speak. 
The platform which had been 


erected for him collapsed shortly before 
ho arrived and several persons who were 
caught in the crush were injured slight- 
ly. 
Three civil war veterans who were 


in the stand were taken to a hospital. 


Col. Roosevelt mounted the steps of a 


building beside the broken platform but 
only a part of the crowd could see him. 
Xearby was a freigBt car. The colonel 
climbed up the iron supports on the 
side of the car. The crowd.shouted. 


,'T couldn't stand on the platform/' 


said the colonel from his perch, "because 
the platform broke down. Tt, wasn't my 
pktform. 
Mine won't break down. 


"I notice." he continued, "that yes-

The real fact of tilt, matter is that 


there are too many brutes in human 
shape who are driving horses through 
our streets.

Rescue of Children. 


In the course of his long service i 


the humane society Officer Schlaiidro 
has given much of bis time to lookin 


ie neglect ami erncity of their parents, 
•ere blighting their veiling lives. As in 
he case of cruelty to wives, this sad 
ondition of the children .often results 
rom the drunkenness of the father. In 
many such cases the society has taken 
he children from'thesn' surroundings,- or 
by proper proceedings has brought reform 
n the ways of the father. The humane 
officer mentioned this one instance: 


The father had lost his wife by death. 


He had- four daughters, all nearly np 
preaching 'or at young womanhood, 'am 
two little boys, aged 7 and 10 years, re 
spectively. The father, because of hi 
drunken habits, was unable to hold em

Neighbors 
omplained about the older members of 
he family and Officer Schlaudroff inves- 
tigated the case.
